Seems like a good idea 


W e’ve heard a lot about the 
cancellation of the Child 
Fitness Tax Credit, a program brought 
in by the Conservative government 
of Stephen Harper that gives parents 
a tax credit for the fees paid to enroll 
their children in fitness or recreational 
programs, including the arts. 

The program has not been renewed 
by the Liberals under Justin Tmdeau, 
to great criticism from Conservative 
MPs - but we’re wondering if the 
cancellation is really such a tragedy. 

Under the Conservative program, 
parents were out of pocket for 
registration fees, but would get a 
credit on their taxes - if they earned 
enough to pay taxes. The Liberals 
have replaced the tax credit - which 
benefited those with higher incomes 
- with the new Canada Child Benefit 
The CCB also replaces the Canada 
Child Tax Benefit, National Child 
Benefit Supplement, and taxable 
Universal Child Care Benefit - 
simplifying payments, and cutting the 


bureaucratic overlap, which can only 
be a good thing. 

And it's not a credit to be given back 
at tax time. This is a cash-in-hand 
monthly payment, that is tax-free, 
making it easier for eligible families to 
make choices for their children. 

Low and middle-income families 
will receive the most benefit from the 
program. According to information 
provided by the Liberals, families 
with a net income under $30,000will 
receive the maximum, of up to $6,400 
per child under the age of 6, and up 
to $5,400 per child ages 6 to 17 - an 
increase of almost $2,300 in the 2016- 
17 year, which more than covers the 
loss of the Child Fitness Tax Credit 

There’s another benefit to the 
Benefit It’s expected to lift about 
300,000 Canadian kids above the 
poverty line. 

So we’re not mourning the loss of 
the Fitness Tax Credit — and we’ll 
leave it to Canadian families to decide 
if the CCB is a step forward or a step 
back.

- and raised over $16,000. “We are not sure how may years we have been doing this, but 
we think around 20 years," said Wl member and Chair of the Walk-a-thon, Joan Drysdale. 
Every year, Tec-We-Gwill raises anywhere from $15,000 to $16,000 for the camp, which 
provides a summer get-away for children and youth living with cancer - a week where 
they can enjoy the outdoors, experience ‘camp life' away from the stress of treatment 
and hospital visits, and just be kids. Camp Quality is an international organization, first 
brought to Canada in 1988. It now operates six camps, for ages 4 to 25, as well as youth 
leadership programs.

Metrolinx meeting derailed 

To the editor: On July 13,1 attended the 
public information meeting organized by 
Metrolinx to explain proposed improve¬ 
ments to the GO Train service on the Bar- 
rie-Bradford line. The format of the meet¬ 
ing, held at the Bradford Community Cen¬ 
tre, was very clearly outlined at the start of 
the event by organizers. Several present¬ 
ers were to provide information about the 
proposed electrified train service and lay¬ 
over yard in BWG: this presentation was 
to be followed by a Question Period. 

Unfortunately, the first speaker was inter¬ 
rupted early in her presentation by some¬ 
one who unilaterally decided that ques¬ 
tions should be posed during the presenta¬ 
tion. This person then proceeded to ask sev¬ 
eral questions, some of which were off-topic, 
slowing the presentation. Having set a prece¬ 
dent, several more people ambushed the pre¬ 


senter with questions, representing personal 
interests, not allowing her to put forward the 
information mostpeoplehadcometohear. 

I frilly agree Metrolinx is accountable to 
the public, and that having a forum for ques¬ 
tions was a necessary part of the evening. 
However, where the format was very clearly 
outlined at the outset, these inconsider¬ 
ate individuals had no right to interrupt 
the meeting and set their own agenda. 

As a result of the disruptions, the presen¬ 
tation was compromised. Because the flow 
of information was interrupted, the meet¬ 
ing went overtime. I would urge that those 
people wanting to effect change in the 
GO transit system wait their turn and pro¬ 
vide input to Metrolinx through appropri¬ 
ate channels. Frustration with the system 
is understandable; however, this commis¬ 
sion is charged with the mammoth task 
of bringing about significant change for 
our GO Train service. It is absolutely nec¬ 


essary that these changes take place with 
attention to environmental concerns and 
with fiscal responsibility since the money 
will come from the pockets of taxpayers. 

Hijacking a public meeting serves no pur¬ 
pose, and rude people only slow down the 
proposals for improvement. As responsi¬ 
ble members of the public, we must first 
listen politely and gather all the facts. 

Asking questions and giving feedback to 
Metrolinx is an important part of the proc¬ 
ess, to be sure. But members of the pub¬ 
lic wishing to hear the presenters were 
done a huge disservice by those interrupt¬ 


ing the meeting. Hopefully future pub¬ 
lic information meetings in Bradford will 
have a Moderator, as with public debates, 
to deter individuals from stalling pro¬ 
ceedings with their personal agendas. 

Thank you to Metrolinx for taking the 
time to come to Bradford to discuss pro¬ 
posals for improved train service to 
Toronto. Let’s work together as a commu¬ 
nity to ensure the job gets done properly, 
to get cars off the road, and reduce traf¬ 
fic congestion as our community grows.
